The sixth month of the presen 
sion of parliament has been entered 
upon. There ts still the Grand Trunk 
Pacific resolutsons, the redistribution 
bill. the supplementary estimates, a 
part of the main estimates, and railr 
way subzicies, if any, besides sonie mis- 
celaneous business of minor impor- 
tance yet to be disposed of. If a fair 
amount of consideration is given to the 
various important matters still claim- 
ing the aitention of parliament, the 
session will certainly run well into the 
seventh montb. Ae 

While the business already considered 
has beep important, i has neither been 
of such umportance or of such volume 
as to justify tbe length of iime that 
hw been taken ip dealing with it. 
There is a tendency, natural enough 
perhaps under a responsible system, to 
blame the government for the delay of 
public busimese which bas taken plac. 
and it is only Jair to the country that 
it should know where the blame pro- 
perly rests. While the government is 
responsible for every thing that is done. 
it camnnoi properly be held responsible 
for what 3 not done. There are cer- 
tam privileges oF prerogatives of par- 
liament which are beyond the control 
of the government, and one of these 
is the privilege of oltstructing business 
by prolonging debaie. For one reason 
or anotber, sometimes pal the most 
trivial character, or without reason at 
all. business has been systematically 
held up day after day by the opposi- 
tion, to what purpose or for what end 
tbey themselves only know. To criti- 
cise is the proper function of an appo- 
siijon and no fault can be found with 
any amount of time which is taken in 
Jegitimate criticism of government 
measures. But it bas not been leg- 
jiimate criticism W hich has delayed 
public business. Night after night 
during the passing o! the estimates, to 
show dislike of 1 mnister, or to await 
the return of seme member of the op- 
position who wished to criticise a par- 
ticular item, the business of the House 
apd country bas: been stopped by irre- 
sponsible obstruction on the part of 
opposilion members. Later on when 
the Grane Trunk Pacific proposals 
were 1D view, the business of the House 
was avowedly beld back euntil these 
proposals should be brought forward. 
Now thai they are before the House, 
they have been discussed with not a 
corpora!’s guard of the opposition in 
their places du"ing the greater part of 
the ame. It is the'privilege of a mem- 
ber of parhament to speak as often as 
he pleases while the House is in com- 
mittee and as long 4s he pleases while 
the Bouse 1 in session. This privi- 
lege has been (aken full advantage of, 
and the result is that five months have 
been occupied in doing the work of one 
or two while consideration of the im- 
portant measures still coming before 
the House wili unquestionably have to 
be crowded into less space than their 
importance deserves; or the session will 
be extended to a degree that makes 
public iife an unbearable burden. It 
cannot be @upposed that these  ob- 
giructive taciies are any. part of the 
policy of the very gentlemanly ieader 
of tbe opposition; but they indicate 
that while be leads his supporters do 
not. follow, and that the example which 
be sets bus no effect upon those who 
sit behind and around Lim. Although 
he 1s not. actively to blame as leader 
of the oppositren, he, with his party, 
must be held responsible for the very 
great delay with which business has 
been conducted during the present ses- 
sion, to the Joss of parliament and the 
country as 3 whole.

The longer the diseyssien on the 
Grand Trunk’ Pacifie proposals lasts, 
the greater is the divergence of view 
expressed by the opponents of the 
scheme. Yesterday *Mr. Tarte, ex- 
minister of pobhic works, gave his 
views at considerable length. The 
greater part of Ins speech was devoied 
to bis favorite subject of improvement 
of ports, especially the port of Mon- 
treal, and deep-ming the St. Lawrence. 
His principal objection to (he govern- 
ment seheme was that i might either 
draw aitention and expenditure from 
the further mmprovemer! of the water- 
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ways and ports. He did not object to 
the building of the road along the 
route proposed and spoke favorably of 
the development which would ‘neces- 
sarily foliow. The ceyntry in North™ 


Tern Quebec and Ontario was much bet 


ter than any of the opposition had been 
willing to admit. | He believed; how- 
ever, that the proposition would cost a 
great deal of money and would, there- 
fore.affect the financial standing of 
the country. While he did not endorse 
the government’s proposition, neither 
did he endorse that of the leader of the 
opposition, and he only alluded to the 
amendment proposed by Mr. Putiee in 
favor of goveramenz ownership, to say 
that it had proven-.a success in Europe 
and that the government might have 
delayed the present project until it 
had satisfied itself by further enquiries 
as to tbe merits of that principle. 

He was followed by Mr. Bourassa, 
who seems to have a mission 1q counter 
every poxution taken by Mr. Tarte, 
His first word was a taunt that Mr. 
Tarte had made a long speech and 
given 2 great deal of information, but 
had sat down without saying or even 
indicating, whether he was going to 
vote for or against the government's 
propesals . Mr, Bourassa said that he 
had been convinced of the merits of 
the government scheme by compari- 
son wiih that proposed by the leader 
of the opposition. He had secured some 
expert figures as to the cost of Mr. 
Borden’s proposals. The figures were 
as follows; extensioa of I. C. R, {rom 
Jacques Cartier Junction to Coteau, 37 
miles, at $2,760,000; cost of Canada 
Atlantic, $19,000,000; cost of extension 
of Canada Atlantic to Sudbury, $3,6:0,- 
000; purchase of C. P. R, from North 
Bay to Fort Wiliiam, $24,570,000: Rocky 
mountain section, $35,140,000; improve- 
ment of C N, R, and C, P. R, between 
Fort William and Winnipag, as pro- 
posed by Mr. Borden with other minor 
improvements, $18,580,000; in all $101,- 
185,000, exclusive of bonus to be given 
the Grand Trunk for building from 
Winnipeg to Fdmonton. Mr. Bour- 
assa preferred the government’s 
scheme whereby new country would he 
developed and the whole line be under 
one mansgement by the shortest route 
to Canadian summer and winter ports. 
Speaking of government ownership, he 
approved of the ownership of the east> 
ern section of the line, and said that 
in his mind the weak point of the 
proposition was that it did not. pro- 
vide for similar ownership right 
through to the Pacific. However, hav- 
ing secured such a measure of gov- 
ernment ownership and control, he 
would not now reject the scheme be- 
cause it did not go as far as he would 
like in that direction. 

It was expected that the debate 
would close today, but it now appears 
from the number of members who de- 
dire to speak, that it is not likely to 
end until Tuesday next, September Ist. 
This fixes the close of the present ses- 
sion at a date not later than October 
ist or possibly 12th, which would make 
the total length of the session seven 
months . The longest on record,’ but 
at the same time the most important 
since the session of 1881, which was 
marked by the C. P. R, bargain. As a 
result of this session the northern part 
of the Northwest is assured of rail- 
way competition from the start be- 
tween the Canadian Northern and the 
Grand Trunk Pacific and with an out- 
let to both oceans by the Grand Trynk 
Pacific , The Canadian Northern is ae 
sisted in the construction of seven hun- 
dred miles and the Grand Trunk Paci- 
fic scheme involves the construction of 
thirty-five hundred miles, *over four 
thousand miles of railway construction 
atja minimum cost to the country and 
with a maximum amount of contrel 
in the interest of the people.
